Most states have had series of 
special sessions in the last 10 
y ears — as many as 15 in Cali­ 
fornia, 11 in M ississippi, Mary ­ 
land and Louisiana, and 10 in 
Florida. 
This y ear sessions set records 
b y running 217 calendar day s in 
California, 175 day s in Iowa, 157 
in Oregon, 149 in North Carolina 
and 110 in South Carolina. 
The work volume also Is in­ 
creasing. 
In the session in Massachu­ 
setts, for example, more than 
5,100 b ills have b een filed in the 
House and more than 1,300 in 
the Senate.

REACHING OUT FOR UNITY 
In 
modern America dialogue, we tend to omit 
one tremendously vital 
element: we too much 
seek the ease and comfort of talking with those 
who agree with us. 
Christ said in the Sermon 
on the Mount, “ For if ye love only those who 
love you, what reward have ye?“ 
Love your 
enemies, respect the rights of those with whom 
you cannot agree, and give heed to the other 
men’s ideas — all are a part of growing to the 
heights of spirit and ambition. 
While still in a small town high school, I first 
ran across the doggerel, “ There’s enough good 
in the worst of us, and enough bad in the best 
of us, to make it wrong for one of us to turn 
aside the rest of us.»’ 
A new boy had just 
moved to town and entered our high school. 
His father had a steady income, a late model 
car, and they bought one of the better houses 
in town. 
The son had change in his pocket, 
fine clothes on his back, a slight swagger in 
his 
walk, 
and 
was 
more than moderately 
handsome. That was enough to make him suspect. 
It was the more so when the more attractive 
girls vied for his notice. 
When we added to that the fact that he refused 
to try out for either the basketball, baseball 
or track teams, while adopting an aloof atti­ 
tude, you had a ready-made victim of one of 
man’s cruelest traits: 
he 
was judged, found 
wanting, and rejected by the boys in school. 
After running across the little jingle about 
there being good in the worst and bad in the 
best, I reasoned this guy was an ideal test for 
its truth. 
My conviction was that if there were 
any one good thing about him it had escaped 
my notice. 
I resolved honestly to look for 
something good in him. 
Here was a boy about my age, well-groomed, 
handsome and, in my judgment, a snob of the 
first order. 
He was always surrounded by 
girls; his grades were good; teachers went out 
of their way to approve of him; and I was one of 
a host of boys who heartily and thoroughly 
disliked him. 
Setting aside is best I could my reasons for 
disapproval, I set out to observe and study him. 
In almost no time at all, I discovered he knew 
more details of the records, background and 
lives of major league baseball players than 1 
did, and that was my hobby! 
He picked a good 
guitar, sang a fair song, handled a basketball 
like a pro, and was one of the shyest boys I 
ever saw. 
He wasn’t aloof, he was lonely; he 
wasn’t a snob, and he was no “ spoiled brat.’’ 
The lesson? 
For no better reason than his 
being new and having certain advantages, we 
grandly decided he was no good. 
What was our 
evidence? 
There was none, actually, but rather 
a series of imaginary ills of personality we had 
conjured up to justify hating someone. 
The massive conversation of modern America 
in a complex world is not nearly that simple. 
There are weighty issues and mighty differences 
of opinion. 
There are fundamental m atters that 
call up basic disagreements; but there are, at 
the same time, far greater areas of agreement 
among loyal Americans than there are of dis­ 
agreement. 
The overwhelming majority of us, regardless 
of race, creed, national origin, religion or cul­ 
tural background, are in common pursuit of 
many desirable goals. 
Peace, Freedom, pros­ 
perity, morality, individual integrity, recogni­ 
tion and affection are among the personal and 
general aims of our people. What happens, then, 
to the mass attempts to attain these desires? 
A strange mixture of pride, fear, suspicion and 
self-sacrifice tends more often to interfere with 
than to advance our aims. 
Does a certain type of lapel pin, a secret 
handshake, a well-defined and honorable fam­ 
ily tree, a bank account, an exclusive neigh­ 
borhood or 
allegiance 
to a chosen political 
party guarantee effective citizenship? 
Does 
clinging to one course of action, regardless 
of its success or failure, constitute intelligent 
management of anything? 
Does the existence 
of a few possibly overly zealous devotees of 
abrupt and unreasoned action imply the same 
brand on any who happen to seek some of the 
same end results? A society of informed and 
intelligent people should find no real difficulty 
in seeking and standing on common ground. 
It is inherent in our American system that a 
unity may be had without, necessarily, an ac­ 
companying uniformity. 
One nation under God is a spiritual umbrella 
quite large enough to protect all shadings and 
interpretations of man and his Holy Father. 
Liberty and Freedom were created for the ben­ 
efit of all men, and they extend to every race, 
economic level and ambition in this vast land. 
Kindness and charity are not bound by fences, 
laws or lim its. 
Wisdom often abounds in the 
natural and human things, even among those 
who 
might 
otherwise 
be properly classified 
illiterate. 
In world relations among 4he peoples of more 
than 125 nations, the dread of totalitarianism 
— or in today’s order of things, communism — 
holds millions in common bonds. Here in our 
iwn country, the charter, constitution and by- 


i* 


laws of countless societies, associations, ioun- 
dations and even business firm s clearly spell 
out anticommunism as one of their basic tenets 
and purposes. 
Among those millions of Amer­ 
icans, and no doubt they are a great majority, 
who yearn for happiness and health and who 
reject mightily the same communist concepts, 
there abides an overpowering suspicion and fear. 
The suspicions stem s from the funny idea that, 
“ if I didn’t think of it, there is something wrong 
with it.’’ 
The fear comes from a dread of being 
wrong or, conversely, a determination always 
to be right. 
Every reasonable person knows 
he will never consistently be either. You aren’t 
going to always be wrong, and you certainly 
aren’t always going to be right. 
Translate that reasoning in to heavier issues 
than just plain, private human relations. 
Try 
it on foreign aid. 
One group holds that foreign 
aid is a total waste of money, has accomplished 
little or no good, and ought to be abandoned at 
once. 
The opposing thinker insists we can never 
hope to match communism and maintain our 
world leadership unless we out-distance the 
Iron Curtain nations in giving away our tax 
dollars to weaker and poorer nations. 
There is a constructive position that is all but 
inviolate, and does not wholly honor either of 
these two opposites. 
There are places in this 
world that need practical and well-planned aid 
from the United States. 
Among them are coun­ 
tries eager to deserve our friendship and prove 
theirs. 
Under conditions and term s that have 
existed in the past and could exist again, foreign 
aid could be a most useful weapon in our fight 
to defend Freedom. 
When our tax dollars and 
surplus goods are wisely extended to help only 
those 
nations determined to help them selves; 
when they demonstrate their good will through 
economic and m ilitary alliances of meaning; 
and when they are willing to work with us on a 
good neighbor basis, we both benefit. Such con­ 
viction does not yield but, rather, upholds a firm 
American principle. 
We covet no land that be­ 
longs to another; seek no gain through seizure 
or condemnation; and once our own citizens 
are properly served, we want nothing more 
honestly than to share our system with others 
who can, and will, receive and use it wisely. 
The United Nations is in serious controversy 
throughout the world. 
No reasoning man would 
debate the desirability of a world forum fairly 
and equitably functioning to assure peace 
and 
tranquility among nations. It is a deliberate body. 
It can never produce absolute harmony or even 
unbreakable peace. 
It cannot expect to accom­ 
plish its announced aim s by assuming unto it­ 
self the very force it seeks to quiet. Still» the 
United Nations has lost all its momentum and 
much of its reason for existence — more by 
default 
than 
by deliberate misaction. 
Com­ 
munism threatens, contrives, bullies, ignores, 
frustrates and entangles the U. N. so that hon­ 
orable nations are actually penalized for keeping 
faith with its objectives. 
Whether or not we should have tYoops in Viet­ 
nam is now nothing but an academic question. 
We are there, we have been there for years, 
and we may have to be there much longer; but 
when President Johnson addressed the world in 
general and North Vietnam, Red China and Rus­ 
sia in particular in appeals for peace, he spoke 
from a posture of strength, not weakness. His 
was not a call for unbridled force but rather, 
a plea for peace. 
He used our might in diplo­ 
macy to furnish avenues for honorable withdraw­ 
al, and not in military harassm ent as a great 
club of force. 
It is constructive to weigh the 
problem, study the possible solutions and con­ 
clude the most evident action required of us. 
So it is in the Dominican Republic. Academically, 
one may logically debate the timing or the failure 
to consult with the OAS, or even the extent of 
communist control there, but practically, we 
could do nothing less than was done and still 
retain our right to liberty. 
True, there is something very much wrong 
with a Federal debt of more than $230 billion. 
There is no credible excuse for tragic waste 
of our substance; there is no adequate explana­ 
tion for federal spending that far exceeds our 
income; and there is nothing but shame due a peo­ 
ple who perm it and even encourage crim e, m oral 
decay, dishonesty and sophisticated filth. Why, 
then, can we not do something about them? 
Constructive citizenship begins with self-denial, 
personal sacrifice and a determination to act. 
There 
are 
countless 
organizations 
today 
who 
list them selves as “ Conservatives.*’ The 
greatest damage anticonservative citizens can 
do is brand them “ backward” , “ nonprogressive,” 
and “ old-fashioned.” 
All right, top them at 
their own game: 
reach out and embrace any 
good thing that preserves Freedom, extends 
liberty and honors God and man. Do this with­ 
out concern for whether it was produced by 
someone to the right, the left, in the middle 
or off in limbo. 
If you are a Democrat, a Methodist, a Jew, a 
Mason, a liberal, a conservative, a Negro, an 
Irishm an, a Rotarian — whatever you may be — 
make your mind broad and your understanding 
generous. 
You penalize only yourself when 
you refuse to learn from those not considered 
a part of “ your world” whatever that may 
mean.

When Davey registered for the draft, he soberly put in for 
a conscientious objector's classification because of his alleged 
religious training and beliefs. 
When his draft board became 
aware of the fact that "pious" Davey got “ bombed" one 
night, and was convicted of drunkeness,, it was enough said. 
Without further ado, his draft board ordered Davey to report 
for induction forthwith. 
As it developed, however, Davey had no intention of report­ 
ing anywhere except home. 
The result: 
He was arrested 
and hauled into court for refusing to report for induction. 
“ Sure I guzzled too much one night,” Davey conceded in 
court, “ but that didn't prove anything. 
Getting drunk can 
happen to anybody. 
While it may prove he's human, it cer­ 
tainly doesn't prove that he's not religious. 
“ I should have been given an opportunity to defend myself. 
Since I wasn't allowed to do so, my 1-A classification was 
invalid and I didn't have to report for induction.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you toss Davey into the 
guardhouse for failing to report for induction? 
This is how the judge ruled: No! The judge held that a can­ 
didate for induction has a right to know of any unfavorable 
evidence against him and to defend himself against it; that 
without having such knowledge, Davey obviously could not de­ 
fend himself and was like a blind man striking out against an 
invisible foe. 
What's more, the judge added, to be a good church member 
does not necessarily entail being a saint. A mortal may oc­ 
casionally weaken and still remain loyal to the tenets of his 
faith.

The percentages used above 
did not include Kitchen appli­ 
ances—inasmuch as they plan 
to start off in an apartment, 
in which the range, refriger­ 
ator, etc. are standard, built- 
in equipment. Neither did it 
cover musical instruments, 
since their musical interests 
are not in the performance 
field. A combination color TV 
stereo set was among the wed­ 
ding gifts promised them. 
The accessories which turn 
a house into a home would in­ 
clude pictures, lamps, flower 
bowls, candlesticks, waste pa­ 
per boxes, cigarette boxes, ash­ 
trays, bookends, etc. (As with 
silverware and china, many 
of these may be expected to be 
among the wedding gifts).

Coat fabrics for fall come on 
in many vibrant moods. This 
is the season for fabrics that 
are rich in both color and pat­ 
tern, and softer in surface. 
Some coats are seen in fab­ 
rics with vertical or horizontal 
splashes of stripes, others with 
alternating 
fabrics. 
Lyrical 
loops combine with flats. Huge 
off-beat checks, plaids un­ 
known to conservative clans 
and psychedelic printed wools 
are setting the pace. 
Where texture appears in 
coats, it is usually in the form 
of depth, rather than raised 
surface detail. Plushy wool 
chinchillas and fleeces express 
this feeling of deep richness. 
Concern for weight pushes 
double-faced fabrics into the 
spotlight, in solid tones of gab­ 
ardines, smooth faced meltons 
and ribbier ribs. Watch the 
loop weave its way through the 
tweeds. 
As in every phase of fall 
fashion, knits score a hit, es­ 
pecially in coats designed for 
early fall and travel. 
A storm of color hits fall 
coats, in warm browns and 
earthy rusts, bright greens, 
blue greens, rust, sunset gold 
and blues, true-biues and viv­ 
id outspoken blues. 
In a calmer mood, but fresh­ 
ly fashionable for fall, are the 
cooler shades of brown, and 
other neutrals and pales.

Other fall 
footwear includes brogues, ox­ 
fords, boots and moccasins. 
With roomier toelines domi­ 
nant, every shoe takes the 
season in leisurely stride. 
Leather as well as shaping is 
im p o rtan t — new sm ooth, 
grained, cordovan, brushed, 
waxy, suede and embossed tex­ 
tures are as lightweight and 
pliable as over 340 years of 
American tanning experience 
can make them. 
For business and dress, trim 
monk-strap slip-ons and ox­ 
fords, in smooth or grained 
leathers, sport a variety of 
“looks.” They may be plain­ 
toed, wing-tipped or medal- 
lioned, or sport a high-cut 
tongue and or the touch of 
perforated trim. 
Some show off buckles at 
side or center of strap. In dress 
styles the strap, usually nar­ 
row, slides through a loop, in­ 
stead of a buckle.

Mini?Midi?FashionHas 
Many Answers, for Fall 


What does fall ’67 look like? Does fashion offer — and will women choose — distinctively 
new styles? Will skirts stay short? Will colors stay bright? 
Some of the questions posed cannot be answered until women do indeed make their 
selections from the new fall fashions now on view in stores here and throughout the country. 
But designers are looking in new directions, and com ing up with fresh ideas about fashion­ 
able dressing. There might even be a fashion revolution in the making. 
An over-all view of fall fashion finds the colorful look of easy-going, short-skirted styles 
still in the ascendancy. Skirts rise well above the knee or level off just at the knee, although 
there are fewer real minis, even for the younger set. Colors and prints com bine and contrast, 
in bright solids and lively patterns. 


There’» Controversy in “Midi” Length« 
Other ways of thinking enter in. Perhaps the most controversial new idea is the return of the 
longer skirt. Variously called “midi” or “maxi,” this skirt length reaches to mid-calf. Many 
designers of medium-price or couture fashions have included 
at least one midi-length style in their fall collections. 
The midi-length is perhaps most widely seen in cold weather 
coats designed to wear over a short-skirted dress. It appears, 
however, in a full range of dresses, coats, suits and in both fabric 
and fur. The process of lengthening the skirt usually starts high, 
with waistlines raised so that the entire silhouette is lengthened, 
in a lean and curvy way. 
Will women opt for the midi? Some fashion authorities con­ 
tend th at the majority of women have an unshakable prefer­ 
ence for the youthful air of the short skirt. But others main- 
tain the midi looks so right that once women see it, they ll 
like it. 
Color May Be Due for Change 
Most feel th at the “fashion re/olution” in skirt lengths 
won’t come immediately and that full acceptance of the ratd1 
is at least two years away. Another view holds th at since the 
strongest fashion trend is toward the offering of a wide variety 
of silhouettes, both the above-knee skirt and the midi skirt 
will find a place in styles and in wardrobes. 
Since the midi seems to call for solid, neutral colors, the 
look of bright hues and prints may be due for a change, too. 
Already, fashion is putting more emphasis on basic browns 
and blacks, and a diverse array of earth colors indicates that 
hues are, at least, toning down a bit. 
Another idea of fashion does away with skirts altogether. 
Designers are offering neckline-to-shoulder tights, topped by 
brief tunics. One style for evening wear consists of silvery 
tights, and the only “skirt” is a series of floor-skimming 
strands, silvery and metallic. Pants suits continue, and so do 
the pantdress and pantskirt. 
Fit and Flare Gain Interest 
Silhouettes for fall find the tent, the A-line, the sheath and 
the shirt well-established in fashion. Newest trend, gaining 
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ground rapidly, is the combination of fit and flare, usually 
high-rising waistline, and flouncv, p a r-1-*
